POWERING THE MDC 
Using Batteries 

Your MDC can use two 9V batteries (not supplied) for 
power. For the best performance and longest life, we 
recommend RadioShack alkaline batteries. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required size and 
recommended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, different types 
of batteries (standard, alkaline, or rechargeable), 
or rechargeable batteries of different capacities.

A You must use a Ciass 2 power source 
that suppiies 18V DC and deiivers no 
more than 300 mA. Its center tip must 
be set to positive and its piug must fit the MDC's 
DC jack.

Setting the LEVEL Switch 

LEVEL adjusts the sound (amplitude) your modem or 
fax transmits to a level that is compatible with your 
telephone. To ensure compatibility, set LEVEL ac- 
cording to the type of phone you are using before you 
use the MDC. See “LEVEL Switch Settings” on 
Page 23.

2. Lift the telephone handset from its cradle and lis- 
ten for a dial tone. If necessary, dial the prefix 
(such as 9) to obtain an outside line. 

3. Initiate a modem connection using your com- 
puter’s software or fax machine's instructions. 

4. Use the telephone’s keypad to dial the desired 
number. Leave the telephone handset off-hook. 

5. When you finish your on-line sessien, close your 
modem cennection according to your applica- 
tion’s instructions and hang up the handset. 
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Note: If you have problems with the timing between 
phone and modem diaiing, you can set your 
connection software for “biind diaiing” by adding the 
appropriate “string” to the modem command string.

Auto-Dialing 

Some phone systems support auto-diaiing by a mo- 
dem. To check if your teiephone supports auto-diai- 
ing, see “LEVEL Switch Settings” on Page 23. 

To determine if your phone system supports auto- 
diaiing, perform a simpie Diai Tone Time-out test 
(DTT). 

Note: The DTT test is accurate for most phone sys- 
tems and is oniy for use in the United States. 

1. Lift the teiephone handset from its cradie and 
(if necessary) obtain an outside iine. 

Listen to the diai tone untii it times-out. The diai 
tone shouid time-out in about 15 seconds.

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2. When the dial tone times-eut: 


• If you hear a recerded operater message 
(such as “If you would like to make a call, 
please hang up and try again”), the phone sys- 
tem probably supports auto-dialing with the 
MDC. 

• If ycu hear an error tone (that scunds like a 
fast busy signal, an alternating high/low tene, 
or dead silence), the phone system probably 
does net suppcrt autc-dialing with the MDC. 

Follow these steps to auto-dial with the MDC. 

1. Prepare ycur modem, fax/modem, or fax 
machine for connection. 

2. Lift the telephone handset from its cradle, listen 
for a dial tone, and (if necessary) obtain an 
outside line. 

Note: Phone systems that require ycu tc dial a 
prefix (such as 9 cr ancther number) to dial an 
outside line require that you manually dial the 
prefix (using the telephone’s keypad) prior to the 
mcdem/fax dialing the rest of the number. 
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3. Leave the handset off-hook and place it on a flat 
surface. 

4. Use your computer and follow the necessary 
steps for your application to dial out and make 
the connection through your modem. 

5. When you finish your on-line session, close your 
modem connection according to your applica- 
tion’s instructions and hang up the handset.

• When the modem is connected or on-line, your 
handset is disabled and you cannot use it.
